e Whether the teacher is teaching under emergency or provisional status because of special
circumstances.

e The teacher’s college major, whether the teacher has any advanced degrees, and the field
of discipline of the certification or degree.

e Whether paraprofessionals provide services to your child and, if so, their qualifications.
